REMARKS 



The Amendment cancels all pending claims and adds new claims 50-61. 
Claims 50-53 

New independent claim 50 recites a wireless telephone that adjusts its output power based on 
whether the phone conversation is being conducted directly through the phone or by way of a 
headset. This limitation corresponds to limitation "(i)" in cancelled claim 10. 

This limitation is not suggested by any reference of record, including the Phillips reference 
(US 6,657,595, which was cited in a previous office as teaching other limitations). Although 
Phillips Fig. 7 teaches adjusting power based on the telephone's position ("at ear", in "shirt pocket", 
on "belt clip"), this is unrelated to the present limitation of adjusting power based on the telephone's 
operating configuration (specifically, via headset). Therefore, independent claim 50 is patentable 
over the prior art of record. Claims 51-53 depend from claim 50 and are thus also patentable over 
the prior art. 

Claims 54-57 

New independent claim 54 recites a wireless telephone adjusting its output power based on 
whether the telephone conversation is being conducted in speakerphone mode. This limitation is 
supported in the published application in par. [0038]. But it is not suggested by any reference of 
record, including the Phillips reference. Although Phillips Fig. 7 teaches adjusting power based on 
the telephone's position ("at ear", in "shirt pocket", etc.), this is unrelated to the present limitation of 
adjusting power based on the telephone's operating mode (specifically, speakerphone mode). 
Therefore, independent claim 54 is patentable over the prior art of record. Claims 55-57 depend 
from claim 54 and are thus also patentable. 
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Claims 58-61 

New independent claim 58 recites a wireless telephone adjusting its output power based on 
whether or not an external antenna is being used. This limitation corresponds to limitation "(g)" in 
cancelled claim 10. But it is not suggested by any reference of record, including the Phillips 
reference. Although Phillips Fig. 7 teaches adjusting power based on the telephone's position ("at 
ear", in "shirt pocket", etc.), this is unrelated to the present limitation of adjusting power based on 
which antenna is used. Therefore, claim 58 is patentable over the prior art of record. Claims 59-61 
depend from claim 58 and are thus also patentable. 

The application is therefore now in condition for allowance.
